It will be scen from the Report 
that over cighty per cent of the 
eases investigated were duc to 
either poverty or disease,’ or a 
combination of these two factors, 
and these are clearly the major 
problems which the Society has to 
face, In practically two thirds of 
the eases the monthly family in- 
come. worked out at $4 or under 
per head. 

Relief Essential. 

When the Society way founded 
it was not foreseen that such low 
standards of Jiving would be ¢n- 
countered and jt was, I think, 
anticipated that the work of the 
Inspector would be largely .of an 
advisory nature. It rapidly be- 
ecame apparent that if useful wor 
was to be done and if children 
were to be saved from death from 
virtual starvation, relief must be 
granted. The Society has there- 
fore adopted the policy of supply- 
ing milk preparations in those 
cases where the poverty of parents 
has made it impossiblo for them 
to give their children proper food. 

This policy, though it entails 
much unforeseen expense, scarce- 
ly needs justification for you can- 
not feed the hungry on advice, 
however good it may be. I will, 
howaver, mention one case by way 
of illustration.

- Medical Ald Benefits,

exaggerated, as, quite apart from 
the saving of unnecessary suffer- 
ing, it is only by-caring for the 
health of the young that one can 
hope to ensure strong and healthy 
adults. ; . - 

The question of the provision of 
kufficient hospital accommodation 
for children has been a matter 0° 
concern to the Society. The Re- 
port on the Censua shows that 
there are over 226,000 Chinese 
children under 16 years of age. 
Up to the end of June the hospital 
accommodation available was 163 
beds and cots. 

A further 30 cots hnve, with the 
nssistance of the Society, been 
provided at the Childrens’ Hos- 
pital at-Shamshuipo, and the Tung 
Wah Enstern Hospital has this 
month opened a special ward for 
children. . . 

The total accommodation Is now 
just on 200 beds and cots and it 
is hoped that when the construc- 
tlon of the new Government Civil 
Hospital is undertaken the Gov- 
ernment will consider favourably 
the provision of at least one chil- 
dren’s ward. 


Overcrowding Perit. 


As long ago as 1904 a Com- 
mittee appointed to cnquire into 
the causes of infantile mortality 
in Hongkong pointed out that 
overcrowding in Chinese dwell- 
ings, with the inevitable sequel of 
want of cleanliness, was the great 
contributory cause.* 

Though the figures of infantile 


mortality appear to have been sub-— 


stantially reduced during the past 
thirty years, they are still very 
high inece 

Our recot J show that not one 
half of the familics with, which 
the Society has dealt had even the 
accommodation of a single room. 
This points to the continued 
existence of overcrowding a3 a 
cause of the toll upon infant life. 

It is hardly to be expected that 
people whose standards of living 
and accommodation are 80 ‘low 
should observe even the simplest 
principles of hygiene. 

It is pleasing to find that though 
sume minor cases of ill-treatment 
have been brought te the Socicty’s 
notice no single erase-has -been re- 
ported during thé year in which 
really serious ill-trentment has 
been found. 


Juvenile Offenders. 


During the year some progress 

has been made in the matter of 
the treatment of juvenile ‘offen- 
ders. The legislation necessary 
for the institution ‘of juvenile 
courts has been prepared and is 
under consideration by the Gov- 
ernment, and steps have. been 
taken to ensure possession of the 
Belilios Keformatory for use as a 
Remand Home and refuge for des- 
titute boys. : 
‘ The provision of further nz- 
commodation for destitute chil- 
dren in institutions wherein they 
ean receive vocational training is 
an urgent necessity, for che dt. 
Louis Industrial School is filled to 
the limit of its capacity. The So- 
ciety has placed six boys in the 
School and there are others who 
will be placed there immediately 
vacancies occur, 

During the past: year the So- 
ciety’s oxpenditure amounted to 
$8,078, but this cannot be regard. 
ed as an indication of the needs 
for the next yerr, as during tho 
first elght months we had only one

Despite the many calls of his 
public duties Dr. Kotewall has 
evoted much time to the many 
rroblema with which the Society 
has had to deal and the Society 
is greatly indebted to him for his 
wise guidance.

Hon. Mr. Ketewall's Review. 


The Hon. Mr. R. H. Kotewall, 
in sevonding the adoption of tlte 
report, said: 

Your Exeellency, ladies and 
rentlemen.—in seconding the mo- 
tion for the adoption of ‘the report 
und accounts, I desire, in the first 
inatance, to associnte myself with 
Sir Shouson Chow in expressing 
grateful thanks to His Execllency 
the Governor for the practical in- 
terest he has shown by presiding 
at this meeting. The deep sym- 
pathy which His Excellency and 
Lady Peel have for the children 
of the poor, and the active part 
whijch Lady Peel takes in alleviat- 
ing their sufferings and generally 
promoting their welfare, deserve 
to be more widely known, ff only 
for the high example they sot to 
others. : 


Children's Hospitals Needed. 


The activities of the Society 
have been so fully covered by, the 
annual report and by the Presi- 
dent's addreay, that very little is 
left to me to deal with. I should 
like, however, to direct special at- 
tentidn to the lack of hospital ac- 
commodation for children on both 
sides of the harbour. It seems to 
me that the time has come when, 
concurrently with the child-wel- 
fare work which is being so 
quietly and admirably done under 
tho inspiring Icadership of Lady 
Peel, there should be Instituted 
ehildren’s hospitals which, bosides 
helping to reduce infaritile mor- 
tality, may go far towards abating 
that shameful practice of dump- 
ing the dead bodies of children in 
the streets. : 

As a ‘first, though very in- 
adequnte, step to this end, the 
socfety has, as has been mentioned 
in .the annual report, given some 
financial assistance to the Chinese 
Sisters of the Precious Blood to- 
wards fitting up and maintaining 
their - hospital.-and- out-patients 
clinic for children at Shamshuipo. 
But this hospital provides only 30 
cots which are sadly inaufiicient 
to mect the urgent needs of the 
Kowloon Peninsula. 


Not A Charity Organisation. 


A fear has been expressed in 
certain quarters that the Society, 
in undertaking certain responsi- 
bilities, might [all into the indis- 
tinguishable role of an ordinary 
charitable organisation. While it 
must be admitted that part of our 
work is not dissimilar to that now 
performed by several other ins- 
titutions, our chicf aims are, to 
quote the Constitution of the So- 
ciety, “to protect’ children and 
young persons by preventing, re- 
moving or mitigating any injus- 
tice done to them; to safeguard 
their morals; to -prevent any nct 
which causes or is Hkely to cause 
them unnecessary suffering or in- 
jury to their health; and gencrally 
to protect the interests of chil- 
dren." Some of these alms are 
peculiar to our Society, ond we 
have always kept them before us, 
and have endeavoured to carry 
them into effect, as the annual re- 
port has shown. The Socicty has

The obviously absurd report, in 
an American newspaper recently, 
that a Franco-Japanese agreement 
had been concluded by which 
Japan would guarantee to France 
the possession of n Chinese Pro- 
vince, would appear to have been 
given considernble credence in 
Various Chinese newspapers, Gra- 
dually, however, the truth js being 
recognised, thanks to the vigorous 
oficial denials issued in Paris and 
by the French Minister in China. 
At the time of publication of the 
story, we described it as queer and 
amusing, but, unhappily, in the 
present state of affairs in China, 
there are not wanting those who 
would seize on such an invention 
in order to drag other countries 
into the boycott movement, For 
this reason, it is well that all such 
rumours should be promptly 
scotched. The one under notice 
was patently without any foundna- 
tion in fact. 

It is interesting, in connexion 
with this matter, to recall that In 
1919 there was an almost Precisely 
similar story going the rounds, 
suggesting territorial ambitions 
on the part not only of France, but 
of Japan and Britain as well, at 
China’s expense. This was to tho 
effect that there was in exlatence 
4a Reeret agreement between Japan 
and her European allics of the 
Great War concerning the futuro 
of Shantung’ and of other parts 
of China as well, 
published in New York, as being 
a current rumour in Parls, that 
a private triple alliance, concern. 
ing the wholo of Asia, had deen 

seoneluded between ‘the French, 
Sdpaneso and British Governments,

of tho proterided arrangement of 
territorial” advantages - between 
these three countries, Strangely 
enough, also, tht story was given 
conalderable prominenco in Tokyo, 
in which connoxion thero was a 
Suggestion made that thls waa 
nothing but a ptece of Japanese 
Propaganda, designed to frighten 
China and, after the subsequent 
denial, to show Japan as a guar-
